1. The document D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject-matter of 
claim 1 , and shows (the references in parentheses applying to this document): 

a liquid detergent composition comprising an enzyme, an alkylpolyglycoside surfactant 
and an anionic co-surfactant for enzyme stabilization (see table II, claims 1 -4, 12,1 6) 
The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from this known D1 in that the composition 
comprises an anionic glycoside surfactant. Therefore the subject-matter of claim 1 is 
novel over D1 (Art. 33 (2) PCT). 

2. The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as to provide an 
aqueous liquid detergent composition comprising stabilized enzyme, and wherein the 
enzyme is not or less inactivated by the presence of anionic surfactants 

The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 of the present application is 
considered as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) for the following reasons: 
None of the cited documents reveals that anionic esters of alkylpolyglycosides as 
claimed in present claim 1 of the application show favourable characteristics with regard 
to enzyme stability and enzyme activity. 

Claims 2-7 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meets the requirements of the 
PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step. 

3. Independent claim 8 is also novel and inventive because none of the cited 
documents shows a process for making an aqueous liquid detergent composition 
comprising an enzyme and anionic alkylpolyglycoside surfactant.
